TLANTIC CITY — And 
then there were nine. 
After an era marked by 
five casino closings — At- 
lantic Club, Showboat, Rev- 
el, Trump Plaza, and Trump Taj Mahal 
— and near municipal bankruptcy, a 
tentative new day dawned Thursday 
on the Boardwalk with the opening of 
Hard Rock and Ocean Resort, bring- 
ing the temperamental casino town’s 
inventory back up to nine. 

For Atlantic City, a town many had 
written off, the party had somehow 
arrived once again at its doorsteps, 
filling the Boardwalk and two dor- 
mant buildings with both people and 
expectations. 

One grand debut was loud: a signa- 
ture smashing of the guitars to open 
Hard Rock Atlantic City in the old Taj 
Mahal, all traces of now-President 
Donald J. Trump and his minarets, 
chandeliers, and marble elephants re- 
placed by the guitars and rock memo- 
rabilia of the Hard Rock brand. 

The other that followed was quieter 
but no less momentous: the christen- 
ing of the Ocean Resort Casino, with a 
ribbon-cutting out on a packed and sun-

ny Boardwalk, Sinatra playing in the 
background, actor Mark Wahlberg and 
nautically themed ambassadors official- 
ly breathing new life into the epic 
$2.5 billion failure that was once Revel 
Resort. 

People watched from high above, dot- 
ting the resort’s many decks overlook- 
ing the ocean, a sight not seen in years. 


Both casinos, which together hired 
about 7,000 people, quietly opened 
their doors late Wednesday after receiv- 
ing final approvals. There were glitch- 
es: Ocean’s escalator stopped briefly as 
people streamed in. Hard Rock had a 
problem with hot water in its rooms. 

By midday Thursday and into the

Gunman

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — A man with a vendetta 
against a newspaper fired a shotgun through the 
newsroom’s glass doors and at its employees, kill- 
ing five and injuring two others Thursday in a 
targeted shooting, according to police. 

The attack appears to be the deadliest involving 
journalists in the United States in decades. 

Local police said the Annapolis Capital was tar- 
geted in the attack, which prompted heightened 
security in newsrooms around the country. 

A bulletin emailed to Maryland law enforcement 
officials identified the shooting suspect as Jarrod 
Ramos, 38. He was being held late Thursday as 
police were searching an apartment in Laurel, 
Md., that is tied to him. 

Ramos in 2015 lost a defamation case he brought 
against the paper over a 2011 column he contend- 
ed defamed him. The column provided an account 
of Ramos’ guilty plea to criminal harassment of a 
woman over social media. Police said the news- 
room had recently received threats of violence 
through social media. 

Police, who arrived at the scene within a minute 
of the reported gunfire, apprehended a gunman 
found hiding under a desk in the newsroom, ac- 
cording to the top official in Anne Arundel County, 
where the attack occurred. 

The suspected gunman was not cooperating 
with police investigators. He carried canisters

spent the longest time in custody at the Berks 
family detention center was a 6-year-old boy. 

He was jailed for 707 days, nearly two years, and 
was 8 when he left. 

Other children have spent 600 days or more as 
they’ve waited with their parents for court hear- 
ings and decisions, held in the only center in Penn- 
sylvania that houses mothers and fathers, sons 
and daughters. 

Now, immigration advocates worry that the 
Berks County lockup — long vilified by critics as a 
“baby jail” that should be closed — may be used as 
a model for the Trump administration’s promised 
expansion of beds and facilities in which to jail 
families.
